Affairs in Vifginia appear to be of a stir- 
ring nature, and itwonld not sarprlae as any 
day to bearofa decisive battle, at least so 
far as tba.t state is concerned . It ia now eer- 
tsfo that Oen. MoClellan has madi a tno- 
cessfuland masterly evacuation from his pre- 
carious position cn James River. The tele- 
graph informs us that hir army bad arrived 
safe at Williamsbare, oa last Monday, and 
will in all probability bo united with Pope's, 
forming a soKd body of 150,000 mea. It 
appears to ba HaHeek's plan tomaaa the 
whole army in Virginia, between Richmond 
and Washington so as to prevent any move- 
ment* the rebeVmay bave In rlew t6 make 
an advance towards Washington. Pope holds 
Rapidan, and has the extreme right of tbe 
new line. Boniside, a* Fredericksburg, 
holds the center, nnd McClellan, when bo 
gets in position, will have the left. Once 
the whole army ia In poaltkin, it may be 
able to resist an advance until the new levies 
which are now pooring Into Washiogtoo, ar- 
rive. 

For some tlma paat wa have bean enter- 
tained with different accounts of the pro- 
gress of the war in the South-west. We 
were told ooa day that the Arkansas had 
been desfroypd, avd the next that she was 
not, but, on tbe contrary, had destroyed a 
portion of federal fleet. Then Baton Ronge 
had been taken by the rebels, and then 
again they bad sustained a repulse.
